Mail-Order Buying 


Mail order catalogue, once as 
much a part of farm life as the 
all-knowing almanac, Is now read 
and used by as many urban as 
rural dwellers, 

The day is passed when the 
farmer's wife was the mail order 
store's only customer, according 
to E. A. Pickering, of Regina, 
general manager of Robert Simp- 
son Western Limited. 

In Edmonton on the course of 
a tour to Simpson mail order of- 
fices in what he terms “Canada’s 
apectacular, big-boom province,” 
Mr, Pickering traced changes in 
eatalogue business, 

While a fashion-wise, style-de- 
manding farm population still ac-

The victory of the Drew Con- 
servatives in the Quebec by-elec- 
tion illustrates what I have been 
saying in this column: 

Drew could win a clear ma- 
jority in the next general election 

That could be a bad thing, or a 
good thing for the country. But 
its possibility is a reality. 

The Mackenzie King era will go 
down in history, I think, as a 
great contradiction 

No leader in Canadian history 


and probably no leader in any 
modern democracy, ever ap- 
proached the overpowering 


strength that Mr. King exercised 
for a quarter-century, Part of this 
was due to the unique combina- 
tion of qualities possessed by “the 
old master.” He certainly had no 
equal for astuteness in Canadian 
politics and probably few equals 
in any country 

But the main fact in Mr. King’s 
formula for success in Canada 
was to retain the solid support of 
Quebec. He fell heir to that sup- 
port as a result of the First 
World War, Quebec never forgave 
the Conservatives for the coercion 
of the French-Canadian popula- 


tion in the conscription issue of 
1917. Mr, King more or less acci 
dentally tapped the same store- 
house of political support in the 
constitutional issue in the elec- 
tion of 1926, 
Speech 
Climax 

I shall never forget the sur- 


prised look on Mr. King’s face 
when he came to the climax of his 
main Montreal speech in that 
election. His key sentence was 
about as follows: 

“We hold that the relationship 
between the Crown and the gov- 
ernment should be exactly the 
same in Canada as it is in Eng- 
land, We are no longer a colony.” 

About 15,000 French-Canadians 
cheered for at least five min- 
utes straight after that. I know 
that Mr. King himself was amazed 
at the intensity of the feeling 

Mr Bennett cracked Mr 
King's hold on Quebec ‘in the 
election of 1930. It is worth not- 
ing that while the Tories took 
only about one-third of the seats

in Quebec, that was sufficient 
to enable them to win a clear 
majority in the nation. 


Hence, Mr, Drew's chances 
of winning outright are obvious, 
The two provinces of Ontario 


and Quebec between them have 
more than half the seats in 
parliament. Whoever has the 
edge in Central Canada has the 
better chance to emerge as an 
easy winner throughout Canada. 

Drew seems to Me to have that 
edge now. 


Labor 
Support 


There is another factor that 
will, in my opinion, work against 
the Liberal Party in Canada in 
this next election, 

The whole Canadian Congress 
of Labor is now pledged to sup- 
port the CCF, It is true that this 
policy has come down from the 
top leadership, rather than up 
from the rank and file member- 
ship of OCL unions, So the ef- 
eness of the arrangement 
depend on the ways and 


means taken to secure the 
whole-hearted participation of 
the mass membership in CCL 
unions 


But, even granting the above, 
the CCL-CCF tie-up cannot but 
have a profound permanent and 
increasing effect on Canadian 
polities. For that tie-up gives the 
COF what it has never had in 
the past in a federal election. 
A vast membership organization 
in the cities; and at least a 
potential source of campaign 
funds 

A Drew victory would surely 
mean less liberal and possibly 
outright reactionary polictes in 
the Canadian domestic field, Un- 
doubtedly the Drew-Duplessis 
team would outlaw the Com- 
munist Party 

But in international affairs, 
the position of the Conservatives 
is less forseeable, Quebec seems 
to be even more “against war 
entanglements" than it ever was 


in the past. Mr. Drew's Quebec 
allies are openly and ardently 
playing up to this traditional 


isolationism

Gen. Omar N, Bradley, United 
States army chief of staff and one 
of the outstanding wartime com- 
manders, preaches a powerful 
sermon on the dangers of “de- 
linquent citizenship” today in an 
article in Colliers’s Weekly 

As a matter of fact, this ordin- 
arily-quiet-spoken soldier rolls 
up his sleeves and administers e 
sound drubbing to shirkers. The 
burden of his rebuke {ts that 
Americans can lose the battle 
against stateism if they fai! to 
make their contributions to the 
welfare of the home, the school, 
the church and the community 

The General is dealing with 
such a vita! truth, in such a force- 
ful manner, that this column wel- 
comes the opportunity to report 
his views, He imparts the feeling 
that it’s high time to take stock 
He points out that Democracy’'s 
struggle against the forces of 
evil may be long and that “ideas 
are as important as the atom 
bomb.” 

Bradley assesses the faults of 
the younger generation against 
the elders, The -fatlure of the 
elders to meet the demands 
of citizenship is responsible, he 
believes, for “political immatur- 
ity, eeonomie ignorance, philoso- 
phical indifference and epiritual 
insolvency” of many youths 

That strikes home to those who 


have children just arriving at 
maturity, lt seems to me that the 
younger generation is reaching 


for ideas as youth never has be- 
fore. Unhappily that search is 
being conducted in the unhealth- 
ful atmosphere which follows any 
great war and which is especially 
bad these days as the resguit of 
the division of mankind into two 
hostile ideological blocs 

Small wonder Bradley 
that psychologists tell him the 
post-war generation is undisci- 
plined, jealously aware of rights 
but not of responsibilities, mer- 
cenary and antagonistic to author-

ity, clearly this is the time, as 
the general indicates, when the 
elders must turn to and help 
youth adjust itself, 

My personal observation is that 
the younger generation is active- 
ly trying to find its feet. I have 
two young folk of my own who 
are placing their problems be- 
fore me.
